finally, he was given a chance to 
experiment, he proved his claim. 
He floated into Pola, dragged the 
torpedo (whose head contained 
400 Ib. of TNT) over the barriers, 
nets, moles, and attached the head 
to the flagship, using the balance 
of the torpedo as a boat in which 
to scurry away. 

Rosetti was hailed as tho 
greatest individual hero of the 
War. (Not mentioned in America 
‘as the armistice was on when the 
feat became known.) The King 
gave him the gold medal—equiv- 
alent to the Victoria Cross and 
Congressional Medal plus. The 
whole nation took up a collec- 
tion for him. He supported 
d’Annunzio at Fiume, and d'An- 
‘nunzio’s agent, a journalist named 
B. Mussolini, in Milan. But be- 
tween 1919 and 1922 he saw 
“squadrismo,”* or the violent arm 
of Fascism, destroy the working- 
‘men's unions and all the cooper- 
ative societies, as agents of the 
Jeague of manufacturers of Milan 


‘Mussolini came into power, exiled 
to Lipari; he escaped to France 
and became a typesetter in the 
underground press which is still 
‘waging a campaign for an Italian 
republic and against Mussolini.

Charles Franklin Kettering, at 61, feels that he now has 
the equipment and necessary basic facts to do something. 


At 19 he became a schoolteacher, walked his pupils ten miles to see an early X-ray 
machine. Local preacher tried to fire him for showing them this devilish contraption. 


Fz. 1894 to the World War, Charles Franklin 
(“Ket”) Kettering was a lanky, awkward, oddly 
dressed man, considered by industrialists as a crack- 
pot inventor who could never keep his fingers out of 
trouble. From 1918 to the present day he has be- 
come the idol of young engineers, the pride of Gen- 
eral Motors who made him vice president in charge 
of research (salary: $353,755) and the man most re- 
sponsible for making the automobile a necessary lux- 
ury. He is also the man who puts the fear of God 
into the minds of businessmen because his inven- 
tions and mania for progress make plants and ma- 
chinery obsolete as soon as they are erected. Here 
you sce the amazing history of this monkeywrench 
scientist up to Wartime.

“Boss” Kettering who has 150 patents to his name, 
invented the electric cash register, the self-starter, 
Delco ignition and was the genius of Ethyl gasoline 
(antiknock) and Duco paint.

‘When he was sixteen months old, he already looked like 
himself, had curly hair, blue eyes and dumpy legs. 


In this dilapidated one-room Bunker Hill school he hammered his little knowledge 
into some thirty boys and girls.

Ihatever else their feelings about receiving Hugo L. Black as a colleague on 

October 4, the eight other Justices of the U. §, Supreme Court must cer- 
tainly have regretted the fact that his seating made the opening of the Court's 
regular fall term a sensational news event. 

Despite President Roosevelt's efforts to destroy it, an air of priestly with- 
drawal still surrounds the learned old men as they sit in their huge new 
Graeco-Roman-Mellon marble temple which, few changes, could be 
converted into an heroic mausoleum. News photographers make life hard 
for the Justices, understandably anxious to preserve the dignity of their great 
institution against unbecoming publicity. But, whether they like it or not, 
the Supreme Court is news, and the Justices make life hard for photographers 
assigned to cover it.
